PHILADELPHIA MESSENGER 
KILLED AND $34,000 STOLEN 


Three Robbers Escape With Loot 
After Holdup Near Branch 
Postoffice,

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.—Cam- 
eron ‘Cook, a messenger for. the 
Bank of Philadelphia and Trust 
Co., was shot to death -oday by 
three men who seized his bank bag 
containing, it was estimated, $34,- 
0v0 in-cash and checks. The rob- 
bers escaped. 

Cook, who was about 650 years 
old. had stepped out of a branch 
postoffige at Seventeenth and 
French streets in the northern part 
of the city when @ man _  Ileaped 
from an automobile and pressed a 
pistol against him and seized the 
bag. Two other men remained in 
the car. 

The robber who held the pistol 
threw the bag in the rear of the 
car and as he started to climb in 
Cook attmpted to seize him. The 
robber backed: alway and fired one 
shot and Cook fell, a bullet through 
his head. 


TO RENAME FORT FOR WARREN 


Name D. A. Russell Shifted From 
Wyoming to Texas. 
B, the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 6.—On the 
suggestion of President Hoover, 
Acting Secretary of War Hurley 
has directed that the name of Fort 
D. A. Russell at Cheyenne, Wyo., 
be changed to Fort Francis E. 
Warren, in honor of the late Sena- 
tor Warren of Wyoming. 

Hurley also directed that. the 
name Fort D. A. Russell be given 
to Camp Marfa at Marfa, Tex. The 
President wrote: “Dear Mr. Secre- 
tary: I have a feeling that it would 
be a fine tribute to the late Sen- 
ator Francis E. Warren if the mill- 
tary post at Cheyenne in which he 
was so long interested could be re- 
named for him. In doing so it 
would be desirable. to select some 
post that would properly commem- 
orate the name of Gen. D. A. Rus- 
sel, whose distinguished service 
should ever be before our people. 
I would be glad if you could make 
arrangements that would meet with 
this suggestion.

In two payroll holdups shortly 
before noon today the A. Leschen & 
Sons Rope Co., 6909 Kennerly ave- 
hue, was robbed of $4000, and the 
J. Sheehan Plumbing Cu., 1609 
Olive street, $2000. 

At the Leschen offices four men 
armed with shotguns and pistols 
held up 44 employes and took 
charge of the three-story building 
for 15 minutes. 

In the Sheehan robbery, Joseph 
Sheehan, head of the firm, was 
held prisoner for 30 minutes until 


his paymaster arrived and then was |. 


required to drive the two robbers 
away from the downtown district. 

A blue Packard sedan pulled up 
to the Leschén offites at 10:60 
o’clock, the driver remaining at the 
wheel while four ° well-dressed 
young men walked briskly into the 
lobby, two drawing sawed-off shot- 
guns and two taking automatic pis- 
tols from under their coats. They 
masked their faces with handker- 
chiefs. 

Phone Girl Threatened. 

“Come with me or I'll kill you,” 
commanded one robber, snatching 
a headset from Miss Katherine 
Shanahan, the switchboard opera- 
tor. The switchboard is in the or- 
nate lobby, decorated with mural 
paintings. Miss Shanahan obeyed 
the order. 

Seventy employes were at work 
on thé three floors of the admin- 
istration building. Two of the rob- 
bers took charge of 16 men and 
women employed in the engineer- 
ing department at the west wing of 
the first floor and marched them 
across the lobby to the east wing 
where 25 other employes were held 
up by two more of the robbers, 

“Where is the money?” demand- 
ed one robber of the cashier, Emil 
H. Schluer, 

“There isn't any,” the cashier an- 
swered. 

“We want the payroll,” was the 
reply. 

“It’s up on the third floor,” Schiu- 
er, said, realizing the #6bbers 
knew it was payday and that 
money had been brought from a 
bank, 

Accompau.es Cashier Upstairs- 

While one robber followed the 
cashier upstairs to the third floor, 
two remained on the first to guard 
41 employes. 

Other employes on the second 
floor were not disturbed. Although 
aware a robbery was in progress, 
they were unable to give an alarm, 
the telephones having been discon- 
nected by the robbers at the 
switchwvoard. Moreover, they were 
under surveillance by the fourth 
robber who took up a ‘position on 
a stairway landing near the second 
floor. 

The payrol. money was being 
counted and put into envelopes by 
three employes ina locked office 
on the top floor. With a pistol 
pressed against his back, Cashier 
Schluer was compelled by his 
captor to ask for admittance. When 
the door was opened the employes 
were held up. The robber scooped 
the money into a sack, warned the 
employes to stay where they were, 
and ran downstairs. 

“Let’s go,"’ called the robber 
with the money. The robbers ran 
out to the waiting automobile. 
They were driven east a half block 
to Hamilton avenue and then 
south. 


Therc was no shooting, although, 


frequent threats to fire were made 
by the robbers, who freely indulged 
in profane and abusive language. 
The robbers did not take anything 
from the employes, nor did they 
attempt to enter a factory building 
to the rear of the administration 
building. 

Robbers Wait for Paymaster. 

Joseph Sheehan was telephoning 
at his desk in his Olive street 
plumbing shop, when two young 
men in overcoats Walked up to his 
desk at 11:20 o'clock. When he 
hung up the receiver, one of the 
men exhibited the handle of a pis- 
tol in his overcoat pocket and ex- 
plained that they had come for the 
payroll, Shechan replied that the 
paymaster had not returned from 
the bank and the robbers replied 
that they would wait. 

Glancing nervously at the street, 
the robbers ordered Sheehan into 
a back workshop where an ap- 
prentice plumber and a chauffeur 
were talking. The three men were 
crowded into a washroom. 

’ The telephone rang four times 
and each time one of the robbers 
stood by Sheehan as he answered 
it. A customer walked in and was

Rate for Children Increased 
From 3 to 5 Cents by 
Public Service Commis- 


sion Order. 


SCHEDULE BECOMES 
EFFECTIVE DEC. 30 


Will Continue for Experi- 
mental Period of Ten 
Weeks Thereafter—Cash 
Fare Remains 10 Cents. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dee 6.— 
Street car fares in St. Louis will 
again be increased beginning Dec. 


130, it was announced today by the 


State Public Service Commission. 

The new rate will be $1 for a 
12-ride ticket, instead of 90 as at 
present, and 5 cents cash fare for 
children instead of the present 
3-cent fare. 

The 10 cent cash fare remains 
unchanged, 

The token rate for children will 
be 4 1-6 cents, or six tokens for 
25 cents. The number of chil- 
dren's fares collected weekly has 
been averaging 100,000 to 120,000. 
This is the first increase in chil- 
dren’s fares for many years. 

The new schedule will be tried 
for 10 weeks or longer unless oth- 
erwise ordered by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. It was decided 

in a conference foday between 
embers of the commission and 
representatives of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. and the City of 
St. Louis. 

Chairman Stahl! of the commis- 
sion said the new schedule was 
asked for by the street car com- 

y, represented by Samuel W. 
Greenland, general manager; T. E. 
Francis, general counsel, and J. D. 
Evans, general auditor. 

City Counselor Muench, who 
with Assgciated City Counselor 
Ferris, represented the city, said 
the city opposed the new schedule. 

The street car men asserted the 
present experimental schedule, 
which has been in effect since Aug. 
26, had failed to produce the re- 
turn to which the company was 
entitled, and that since they had 
agreed to this experiment at the 
sugcs -.tion of the Commission, they 
thought another experiment should 
now -be tried. 

City Counselor Muench said he 
argued that the revenue under the 
present fares was adequate on a 
reasonable and fair vatuation of 
the company’s property. 

Newspaper representatives were 
excluded from the conference, as 
they have been from otner recent 
confernces on the subject.

Each morning Lowman receives 
an envelope containing the picture 
of Henry Virkula, slain by an en- 
forcement agent at International 
Fails, Minn., last June. The picture 
shows him lying in the coffin, The 
letters are mailed from Brooklyn 
and as yet have not been traced to 
the sender. 

At regular intervals Lowman 
also gets a picture of the mother 
of Arthur Gordon, slain by an en- 
forcement agent near Plattsburg, 
N. Y., which shows the mother 
kneeling at.the grave of her son. 
Lowman did not say where. these 
letters were mailed, 

The Secretary said that most 
killings in prohibition enforce- 
ment had taken place while agents 
were active in line of duty. 

“Virkula was a bootlegger,” he 
said, “and was fined in the courts 
of the State for that offense last 
March.” 

Lowman recently announced that 
Gordon was running beer from 
Canada when a customs agent pur-~ 
suing him Zell, discharged his rifle 
accidentally and killed the fleeing 
youth, The agent was exonerated 
by the county grand jury.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The rescue 
of five seamen from the disabled 
schooner Northern Light in a heavy 
sea was reported in a message re- 
ceived today at the offices of the 
White Star Line here from J. 


Kearney, master of the liner Bal- 
tic, which is due in New York 
Monday from Liverpool. 

One member of the schooner’s 
crew, Rex Parson, 20 years old, 
was drowned, and the Baltic’s life- 
boat was cast adrift, supposedly 
because the heavy sea made it im- 
possible to hoist it back aboard 
ship. 

The message said the Baltic came 
upon the schooner in a sinking con- 
dition and dangerous to navigation, 
in 46.54 north latitude and 42.32 
west longitude. 

The schooner, owned by Job 
Brothers of St. Johns, N. F., was 
on the way from St. Johns to Bon- 
vavista Bay.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The 
steamer Republic yesterday res- 
cued 11 men from a stormy sea 
in mid-Atlantic, about 1500 miles 
west of England.

Crew of 11 taken off on 
one trip, 6:45; all aboard. 

“Republic resumed full speed 
ahead. Three men of créw sick in 
ship's hospital exhausted. no one 
hurt. Capt. Manuel Barbour, 
master, left St. Johns Nov. 29, 
coastwise trip. Encountered heavy 
west northwest weather after rud- 
der ‘was carried away. The vessel 
drifted with the storm.” 

Capt. Moore was born in Blis- 
worth, Me., 44 years ago. He got 
his first berth aboard a safiling 
vessel 25 years ago. He gradgated 
to steam when he joined the serv- 
ice of the France and Canada 
Steamship Co. During the World 
War he commanded the army 
transport Cacique. He joined the 
United States Lines as chief officer 
and became staff captain of the 
Leviathan in 1924. He feceived 
command of the Republic last 
March. 

The Republic, coming from 
Bremerhaveh, has been fighting 
continuous gales across the North 
Atlantic. It is expected to make 
port Monday forenoon.

THREE AMENDMENTS

They Provide Increase of 
Duties on Clothing ‘Wool, 
if Scoured, on the Skin, 
or Sorted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Un- 
able to get the Senate Finance 
Committee together to act on the 
House tax reduction resolution, 
Chairman Smoot called up the tar- 
iff bill in the Senate today a few 
moments after disposition of the 
Vare case. 

Smoot was uncertain when he 
would be able to hold a meeting 
on the tax resolution. 

Resuming consideration qf the 
tariff bill, the Senate approved in 
rapid order and without discus- 
sion three Finance Committee 
amendments to increase the duties 
on clothing wool, if scoured, on 
the skin, or sorted, to conform to 
previous action in agreeing to the 
House increase from 41 to 34 cents 
a pound in the rate on the clean 
content of raw wool. 

The scoured wool rate would be 
made 37 instead of 34 cents a pound 
as proposed by the House, and 31 
cents under present law. Woo] im- 
ported on the skin was given a duty 
of 32 cents a pound, as against 33 
cents in the House bill and 30 
cents now in effect. A duty of 35 
cents a pound was approved for 
sorted or wool matchings. The 
House rate was 36 cents and the 
present rate is 31 cents. 

Although it bore the indorsement 
of leaders of both parties, spokes- 
men for the coalition of Democrats | 
and independent Republicans, in | 
control of tariff revision, had made 
plans to biock consideration of 
the tax resolution unless they had 
definite assurance that a return to 
the tariff debate would not be long 
delayed. 

Preference for Tariff Bill. 

Smoot and the rost of the Re- 
publican regulars were desirous of 
putting the tax resolution, provid- 
ing a One-year reduction of 1 per 
cent in all normal! rates on income, 
ahead of the tariff measure. While 
likewise favoring early passage of 
the duty revision bill, they felt the 
tax proposal would take only a day 
or two of the Senate’s time. 

However, Senator Simmons of 
North Carolina, ranking Democrat 
on the Finance Committee, has 
served notice that he would* op- 
pose any attempt to sidetrack the 
tariff bill, and Senator Borah of 
Idaho, a leader of the Republican 
Independents, also was as firmly 
against this procedure without a 
definite understanding that as- 
sured an early vote on the tax 
proposal. 

“Democrats for a long time have 
favored and still favor tax reduc- 
tion legislation,” Simmons said, 
“but in their judgment that reali- 
zation would not be injuriously re- 
tarded by going ahead with the 
tariff bill and expediting its fin- 
ish as quickly as possible.” 

Passage Is Certain. 

Democratic leaders predicted the 
tax reduction resolution would be 
passed easily, once it got before the 
Senate, although they were inclined 
to favor a cut in levies on future as 
well as this year’s incomes. 

The Republican Independents 
are expected to furnish the prin- 
cipal opposition to the proposed tax 
reduction. They regularly have 
contended that a treasury surplus 
should be applied to a reduction of 
the national debt 

The tax resolution was sent to 
the Senate late yesterday by the 
House, which had approved the 
measure by a vote of 282 to 17.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—Lieut, Fran- 
cis Francis, whose engagement to

“There is no doubt about it,”

During the war the husbands of at 
i¢ast two very. distinguished ac- 
tresses were fighting as officers in 
the Guards. I don’t understand 
why men of the same social posi- 
tion should be regarded as unde- 
sirable simply because there’s no 
war on.” 

Philip Burham, formerly of the 
Scots Guards, who married the 
actress, Miss Norah Blaney, at- 
tacked the custom, saying: 

“If a Guards officer didn’t hand 
in his resignation on becoming en- 
gaged to an actress he’d be chucked 
out. Every officer must ask his 
Colonels permission to get mar- 
ried. If his Colonel approves, ev- 
erything is all right. But if not— 
well, he can either resign or give 
up the girl, It’s both unfair and 
absurd. .

His wife,'Miss Mabel Rus- 
sell, was apparently not good 
enough to be the wife of a Guards 
officer, but she was good enough 
to be the wife of a member of 
Parliament. Then there was Capt.

Torrential rains, which accompa- 
nied the gale, increased the already 
widespread flood damage in Wales. 
Throughout the United Kingdom 
many persons were injured by fly- 
ing debris or in traffic accidents 
that were due directly to the weath-

The storm swept in from the At- 
lantic and hit Ireland last night.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — The 
| of motor busses has displaced 
the rumbie of street cars over 39 
miles of the streets of Wiesbaden, 
Germany. Wiesbader is one of the 
first German cities to make such 
@ marked change in transportation. 

“The busses are only one of the 
modern features of the famous 
German Spa that hide the city’s 
real age,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. 

“No matter from what direction 
you approach Wiesbaden, you pass 
through modern, wide, clean 
streets, lined with modern build- 
ings, or spacious parks, traversed 
by three-arched promenades, , It is 
not until you reach the center of 
the city that you find yourself in 
crooked; canyon-like byways of 
Wiesbaden’s. younger days. Even 
they are fringed with shops dis- 
playing merchandise of recent man- 
ufacture. 

“There was a settlement on 
Wiesbaden's site before the Chris- 
tian era. During the early .. cen- 
turies A. D. a Roman fortress was 
built there to stem the advance of 
German hordes southward. But 
there are only slight reminders of 
a long history in the city today. 

“Normally Wiesbaden has slight- 
ly more than 100,000 inhabitants, 
but when the season (April to Oc- 
tober) opens, railroad trains and 
autos, victorias and airplanes de- 
posit thousands of visitors until, 
when the influx of newcomers is 
computed at the end of the season, 
they number more than twice the 
normal population. 

“There are 60 or more springs 
at Wiesbaden where sufferers from 
gout, rheumatism and neuralgia 
seek relief. And the overplump, 
in search of reduced  waistlines, 
join the group. Inside the palatia! 
bath houses, the baths range from 
the common tub variety to those 
wherein sand, mud, hot air, elec 
tricity and steam are ingredients. 
You can lounge comfortably in 
rooms and even ‘bathe’ your lungs 
with mists of mineral water. 

“Ali Wiesbaden visitors are not 
there for the ‘cure.’ True, gouty 
feet, rheumatic body members, and 
neuralgic heads impel many visi 
tors,. but - Wiesbaden, nestling 
among the forests and vineyards 
of the Rhine Valley, about three 
miles from the Rhine River, is also 
popular among healthy vacation- 
ists. : 


“Golf balls whiz over the numer- 
ous courses, tennis balls curve over 
numerous nets, automobiles tour 
the surrounding roads which pene. 
trate picturesque villages nearby, 
and forest trails ring with the 
laughter of happy-go-lucky hikers 

“The Wiesbaden boulevards and 
streets, some tree-lined, are flanked 
with mansions that would enhance 
the beauty of any city. Many of 
these mansions, set amid spacious. 
tree-studded lawns and terraces, 
the guides will tell you, were occu. 
pied by wealthy Russians during 
the days of the Tsars, but the new 
era in Russia forced the sale of 
some of these show spots, 

“The Kurhaus, on the edge of 
one of Wiesbaden’s spacious parks. 
is a feature of the city’s life. Be. 
yond its pillared doorway are mag. 
nificent ballrooms, a 15,000-person 
capacity theater, and reading 
rooms; all richly decorated. There 
one may hear opera equal to that 
of Berlin, and excellent orchestras

Prof. Thomas H. Reed Be- 
fore Woman’s Chamber 
of Commerce Suggests 


Confidence that some type of 
governmental unification of St. 
Louis and St.’Louls County can be 
worked “out without increasing 
either community's tax burden, was 
expressed by Prof. Thomas H. 
Reed, consultant of the City and 
County Metropolitan Development 
Committee, before the Woman's

Fear that taxes 
might be increased for either the 
city or the county has been a de- 
terrent of past efforts for unity. 

“T know that any plan involving 
an increase of the tax rate for 
either the city or the county is go- 
ing to be defeated,” Reed said. “If 
our committee is going to work out 
anything, it has got to work out 
something that will not have an 
adverse effect on the pocketbooks 
of the community.” 

Miss Adela J. Niesen of Rich- 
mond Heights, one of the leaders 
of the group which for years has 
advocated outright annexation of 
the county by the city, presided at 
the luncheon. Among othér annex- 
ationists present were her brother- 
in-law, Joseph Forshaw Jr. of 
Richmond Heights, Hugh K. Wag- 
ner, a city member of the Board of 
Freeholders which proposed annex- 
ation in 1926, and Thomas D. 
Cannon.

' carried on to date would have 
come to an end.” In explanation, 
he pointed out the antagonism to 
this scheme in the county and the 
financial impossibility of extending 
urban services over the whole area. 

Any type of consolidation would 
create a new municipality of 648 
square thiles, the largest city in 
the world in area, Reed pointed 
out, and the only comparable com- 
munities would be London and Ber- 
lin, whose great populations are in 
smaller areas. He excepted Los 
Angeles, which kas about 459 
square miles, because he does not 
think the Los Angeles plan is a de- 
sirable example. Both London and 
Berlin have provided for dualism 
in . government, giving certain 
autonomy to constituent units, Reed 
explained, Some similar arrange- 
ment constitutes the general’ nature 
of control which he has been talk- 
ing about as a possibility for great- 
er St. Louis. 

In connection with such a plan, 
he suggested yesterday that a coun- 
cil to govern the enlarged munici- 
pality might be established with 
perhaps six members from the cit- 
ies, three from the suburban area 
and one from the less populous 
rural section, and with one Mayor 
for the whole, though retaining the 


suburban towns. This proposition 
was in the nature of a trial balloon 
to test public sentiment. Other 
possibilities he broached were: 

A modern administrative type of 
government for the greater com- 
munity similar to the city manager 
plan at Cincinnati and elsewhere; 
likelihood that some districts ad- 
joining the present St. Louis would 
seek annexation when the contem- 
plated change of law makes that 
possible; the prospect of further 
centralization of functions as a log- 
ical development as years pass; as 
an example of extended municipai 
services, the opportunity to serve 
the whole community with the

Christy Payne Predicts 


Cheaper Fuel Will Con- 
tribute Greatly to Indus- 
trial Advance of St. Louis 


Executives of the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation, which re- 
cently completed a 431-mile pipe 
line through which natural gas for 
industrial use is being brought to 


18t. Louis from Louisiana, were wel- 


comed to St. Louis last night at a 
dinner at Hotel Chase given in 
their honor by the Industrial Club. 
About 500 business leaders were 
present. 

Christy Payne of New York, 
president of the fuel corporation, 
was the principal speaker. He was 
introduced by Harry Scullin, pres- 
ident of the Scullin Steel Co., the 
first St. Louis industrial plant to 


>| make use of the natural gas. 


Payne predicted that natural gas, 
offering a cheaper fuel than has 
been available, would contrjbute 
greatly to advancement of St. Louis 
as an industrial and manufacturing 
center, 
The interests behind the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corporation have 
calculated that they have in their 
oil fields at Richland and Monroe, 
La., 2,350,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas, which, Payne. said, 
was the equivalent of 292,000,000 
barrels of ftiel oi]. The total as- 
sets involved in the ~ project, he 
said, are about $102,000,000. 
Says Pipe Line Costs $22,000,000. 
“The investment in wells and in 
pipe lines at intake points is in 
excess of $10,000,000," Payne said. 
“The gas itself is worth around 
$70,000,000; the pipe line just con- 
structed to this St. Louis district 
is costing initially $22,000,000.” 
Officers of the fuel corporation 
present ‘at the dinner included 
Howell C. Cooper. of Pittsburg, 
vice president; H.\A. Koechling, 
treasurer: Edwin 8S. Hall of New 
York, general counsel, and Ben C.

opposition to the marriage of 
Princess Marie-Jose, only daugh- 
ter of the Belgian sovereigns, to 


Crown Prince Umberto of Italy. 
which has been smouldering. ever 
since rumors of an engagement 
were spread in the country, is rap- 
idly developing into a widespread 
anti-monarchist sentiment through- 
out Belgium. 

City Councils and provincial as- 
semblies are passing resolutions 
protesting against the marriage, 


censuring the King for permitting: 


a union of the dynasty with that 
of a country “where liberty is 
throttled.” In some instances the 
city councils call on Parliament 
to reduce King Albert’s salary of 
$265,000 a year. 

The Provincial Council of Hai- 
naut, representing the hub of Bel- 
gian industry, refused to send its 
congratulations to the betrothed 
pair and to the royal family. Oth- 
er public bodies are following this 
example. 

The agitation is largely confinel 
to the French-speaking, or Walloon 
provinces. In Flanders the whoie 
matter of the 
marriage is leaving the population 
cold as ice. The Frontists news- 
papers, representing the extreme 
nationalists, who want Flanders to 
break away from. the Belgian 
state, declare outright that “the 
goings on at the court of the Bel- 
gian King are no concern of 
theirs.” 

Republican Ideas to Fore. 

Republican ideas, always strong 
in Belgium, which have been held 
in check after the war largely 
through the glamour of heroism 
that the struggle with Germany had 
woven about the person of the 
King, are now coming to the fore 
once again. Coupleé with an 
acrimonious struggle over the lan- 
guage question, which is endanger- 
ing the life of Parliament and 
which must come to a solution if 
Belgium is to celebrate her cen- 
tenary of independence in quiet 
next year, the injection of th mar- 
riage question of Marie-Jose has 
brought about a crisis. 

The marriage is scheduled to 
take place in Rome next January. 
Six Parisian couturiers are work- 
ing on Princess Marie-Jose’s trous- 
seau, and a famous convent of Ma- 
lines is turning out a veil that will 
be a marvel of craftsmanship. 
Princess Marie-Jose has asked that 
collections taken up in various cit- 
ies to present a wedding gift to 
her be turned over to religious in- 
stitutions. ~ In this respect she has

bracaboatsing who has made a similar 
request in Italy. 

Debates in four Belgian provin- 
cial councils led to-wild scenes 
when the matter of congratulating 
the royal family came up for dis- 
cussion. None of the four could 
reach a unanimous decision, main- 
ly due to Labor and Liberal op- 
position. In several instances 
speakers were censured by the 
Presidents for  unparliamentary 
language and derogatory remarks 
against the royal family. 

Verviers Opposition. 

The City of Verviers, where a 
Socialist Council is in power, is 
leading the opposition. Following 
the appeal of one of its most fiery 
members, the Council pased a res- 
olution expressing the hope that 
the monarchy in Belgium would 
goon be overthrown and the Bel- 
gian people receive back some of 
the money that goes at present 
to keep up the royal house with 
its ever-increasing burdens. 

The reference was directed at 
the Duke of Brabant, heir to the 
throne, whose marriage two years 
ago to Princess Astrid of Sweden 
and the birth 
has added a consider- 
able amount to the annual allot- 
ment to the royal] family. 

Privately, certain Liberals and 
Laborites are expressing the hope 
that the Marie-Jose-Umberto mar- 
riage will go on the rocks due to 
Italian official anger. ‘Intimations 
from Rome that the Fascist au- 
thorities considered Prince Urn- 
berto’s person not. sufficiently 
safeguarded by the Belgian police 
during his recent visit to Brus- 
sels, which came near costing the 
Italian hear-apparent his life, are 
taken as a basis for this hope. 

They wonder how Umberto can 
ever pay any more visits to his 
future wife’s family without risk- 
ing a new attack. Hints that Italy 
would demand the Prince to be sur- 
rounded by a bodyguard of Fascists 
on a future visit have been re- 
ceived with indignation. Anything 


smacking of Fascism, including the } 


very name of the Italian National- 
ist movement, is an abomination 
in Belgium. 

King Albert has refrained, from 
mixing in the debate that is raging 
about his throne and the person 
of his only daughter.

BARI (ITALY) CELEBRATION 


Procession to the Church Where 
His Remains Are Said to 
Be Entombed.

BARI, Italy, Dec. 6.—This 
Adriatic seacoast city today cele- 
brated in honor of St. Nicholas, 
the famous patron of § childfen, 
gailors, merchants, bakers and 
travelers. There was a picturesque 
procession to the church in which 
his remains are thought to be en- 
tombed. - 

St. Nicholas apparently never 
resided in this city at all. His 
purported bones were brought 
overseas from Asia Minor, wherg 
he had been Bishop of Myra, in 
1097, and so great was his fame 
that the Norman duke, Roger, then 
ruling over Apulia, caused them 
to be enshrined in the magnificent 
church that bears his name. 

St. Nicholas is patron of Greece, 
Russia, Sicily and Lorraine, and of 
many cities in Italy, Germany, 
Austria and Belgium. He is cred- 
ited with the performance of in- 
numerable miracles. In fact, a 
certain oily substance, known as 
the Manna of St. Nicholas, was 
recently supposed to flow 
from his remains, and to possess 
hemarkable medicinal powers. His 
main claim to fame is as a secret 
purveyor of gifts to little children.

DEMANDS IN BILLIONS,

Government Rebukes Him 
for Statement and Will 
Demand a Vote of Con- 
fidence.

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, chief German delegate to 
the conference which framed the 
Young’ plan for reparations pay- 
Seren issued a formal protest last 
night against -what he said were 
attempts by creditor nations and 
also by the German Government it- 
self, to tamper with that plan. He 


said these efforts were endanger- 
ing the success of the pact. 

In a long memorandum addressed 
to the German Government and to 
all others concerned, Dr. Schacht 
emphasized that the German dele- 
gates signed the Young plan ‘and 
recommended its adoption on the 
assumption that the scheme would 
be respected by all other Powers 
represented at the conference. 


Furthermore, he said, the signa- 
tures were attached with the un- 
derstanding that the German finan- 
cial and economic policies would be 
revised in such a manner as to en- 
able Germany to bear the burdens 
imposed by the Young plan. — 


Schacht said these suppositions | 


were not being respected. Although 
the German delegates specifically 
did not admit that the total annui- 
ties fixed in the Young plan were 
bearable by Germany, creditor 
states were already demanding ad- 
ditional burdens or renunciation. 

In this connection Dr. Schacht 
referred to demands that Germany 
should renounce its claim to a 
credit of 400,000,000 marks ($96,- 
000,000) resulting from having 
made payments under the Dawes 
plan up to Sept. 1, whereas pay- 
ments under the Young plan are to 


.begin as of last April 21. 


Furthermore, Schacht said, Ger- 
many now was being asked to in- 
crease its annuities in the first 20 
years, the increase for the first 
year amounting to more than $10,- 

60,000. 

He said Great Britain was ask- 
ing Germany to renounce claims 
for liquidated German property to- 
talling 300,000,000 marks ($72.,- 
000.000) while at the same time 
Germany was asked to make prop- 
erty concessions to Poland. On 
top of these, the sub-committee 
which recently met in Paris has 
asked the country to forego a num- 
ber of financia! rights... 

All these demands« taken togeth- 
er. Schacht said. would run into 
billions of dollars. In his view

“I. want to address a solemn 
warning to the world to go ‘back to 
the Young plan,’ ”’-said Schacht in 
explaining his broadside*to the As- 
sociated Press. “When I signed 
the Young plan at Paris, I did so 
because it constituted the maxi- 
mum of what we would be expect- 
ed to pay. Also.it contains certain 
possibilities of revision and the 
experts from other nations agreed 
unanimously that the figures in 
the Young plan represented Ger- 
many’s maximum paying capacity. 

“As a signatory of that plan, I 
cannot stand by while various gov- 
ernments try to squeeze additional! 
sums out of Germany.” 

The German Government, in a 
statement rebuking Dr. Schacht, 
announced today that it would pre- 
sent its financial reform program 
to the Reichstag next Monday and 
ask for a vote of confidence. 

At the end of a Cabinet session 
lasting most of the day a com- 
munique was issued dealing partic- 
ularly with the action of Dr. 
Schacht in making public his 
memorandum, It read; 

“Schacht has submitted to the 
Reich Government a memorandum 
concerning the negotiations going 
on concerning the Young plan and 
concerning the question of finan- 
cial policy. Publication of 
communique was in the midst of 
discussions now going on with him 
concerning these questions. The 
Reich Government must express 
astonishment at the publication.

More Law on the “Buyer” Question. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HAVE read with deep interest your 


recent editorial evidently calculated to 
settle the much-mooted question, wheth- 
er or not the purchaser of liquor from 
a bootlegger is, guilty of a criminal of- 
fense. 

Your latest essay in that direction un- 
der the title “Status of the Liquor Buy- 
er,” appearing in your edition of Nov. 
29. apparently settles the question. In 
this editorial authorities are cited which 
tend to support the conclusions stated 
in the editorial to the effect that the 
“buyer” is not culpable. 

However, I cannot find much solace 
in this editorial opinion. Of course, I 
tespect, and ordinarily: accept as final, 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, especially those written 
by Justice Holmes; but in my judgment 
the cited language coming from this dis- 
tinguished jurist is not entirely germane 
to the thstant question and besides ap- 
pears to be what lawyers term “obiter” 
in relation to the question Involved in the 
case before the Supreme Court, as you 
well observe. 

Your conclusion seems to be justified 
hy the following quoted language from 
the case of Commonwealth vs. Willard: 


Every sale implies a purchaser; 
there. must be a purchaser as well as 
a seller, an@ this must have been 
known and understood by the Legisla- 
ture. Now, if it were intended that the 
purchaser should be subject to any 
penalty, ft is to be presumed that it 
would have been 4eclared in the stat. 
ute, either by imposing a penalty upon 
the buyer in terms or by extending 
the penal consequences of the prohibit- 
ed act to all persons aiding, counsel- 
ing or encouraging the principal of- 
fender. There heing ao such provision 
in the statute, there is a strong impli- 
eation that none such was intended by 
the Legislature. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that 
this case arose under a statute of the 
State of Massachusetts and not of th: 
Government of the United States. The 
disconsolating fact is that in the Federal! 
realm we have just that kind of proviso 
which is pointed out as lacking in that 
ease. I refer to Section 332 of the Crim- 
inal Code of the United States, which ‘s 
as follows: 

Whoever directly commits any act 
constituting an offense defined in any 
law of the United States, or aids, abets, 
counsels, commands, induces, or pro- 
cures its commission, is a principal. 

It has been repeatedly held that this 
statute must be read into all of our Fed- 
eral penal laws and has prospective as 
well as retrospective force and effect. 

Candidly, but reluctantly, [ admit that 
the buyers are. hooked, as are many miil- 
lions of our otherwise reputable citizens 
who, however inertly, have witnessed an 
inhibited liquor transaction and failed to 
disclose the same to the authorities.

Mr. Hoover's recommendation for a full-time Fed- 
eral Power Commission with extended authority over 


‘lelectrical utilities is in sharp contrast to his pre 


vious position on regulation of the electric power 
industry. In 1925, as Secretary of Commerce, he 
made a speech before the Nationa! Electric Light As 
sociation, propaganda agency of the power interests, 
on the subject, “Why the Public Requires State 
Rather Than Federal Regulation of Electrica) Public 
Utilities.” 

In that speech Mr. Hoover looked t Federal 
control of electrical utilities as a disease that would 
sap the strength of local self-government. Ridicul- 
ing the idea of an interstate power commission, he 
said when rates were unjust he wanted to complain 
to local authority instead of addressing a commis 
sion 1000 miles away, “have the letter referred to the 
assistant director in the bureau of home rates and 
be told that I should communicate in duplicate on 
form 311-X to the division of rate complaints and ‘be 
prepared to bring a lawyer and five expert wit- 
nesses. Ss 8, 6... 

During the four years that have elapsed since this 
utterance, Mr. Hoover, as have we all, has learned 
a good deal more dbout the power industry than he 
knew then. Most of the sophistries which the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association planted have been 
thoroughly exploded. One of the most carefully nur 
tured of these was the one Mr. Hoover elaborated in 
his speech, namely, that Federal regulation is in- 
consistent with state’s rights and local self-govern 
ment. 

As a matter of fact, there are certain phases of 
power regulation which the states are powerless to 
assume for themselves. St. Louis is a veritable lab 
oratory for the study of this condition. Two main 
sources of the Union Electric Co.'s power are the 
Cahokia plant across the river and the Keokuk dam. 
Each of these is owned by a subsidiary company, 
which charges the parent company for the service. 
The Laclede Gas Co. pipes gas from its subsidiary 
across the river, for which its parent pays. The 
Missouri Commission, in control of Missouri public 
utility corporations, has no control whatever over 
their subsidiaries in other states. It can only chal- 
lenge them as the city did in the gas case. 

It is specious to accuse those favoring Federal reg- 


local self-government, and the power industry spread 
that particular piece of propaganda to hoodwink the 
country. Mr. Hoover now makes full and fair rec- 
ognition of the true condition. “It is also desirable,” 
says he, after recommending that the prgsent Federal 
Power Commission, composed of three Cabinet mem - 
berg, be supplanted, “that the authority of the com. 
mission should be extended to certain phases of pow: 
er regulation.” Pointing out that most power gen. 
eration and distributien is intrastate in character, he 
adds: “There are cases, however, of interstate char- 
acter beyond the jurisdiction of the states.” 

Mr. Hoover is to be congratulated for the new po- 
sition he has taken. He has discovered that the 
semi-humorous passage in his speech of 1925 about 
the advantage of kicking about rates to local authori- 
ties rather than to a commission 1000 miles away was 
wide of the mark. We trust Congress, whose eyes 
were opened by the debate over the Walsb resolution 
and the Federal Trade Commission's investigation 
into Power Trust practices, will follcw Mr. Hoover's 
recommendation. - A full-time commission, with auyg- 
mented powefs, is badly needed to close the gap that 
now exists in utility regulation.

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THE ROTHSTEIN CASE. 

George McManus has been acquitted of the murder 
of Arnold Rothstein, notorious New York gambler, 
because the State could produce against him nothing 
but flimsy circumstantial evidence. A murder mys- 
tery which has agitated New York City for more 
than a year remains as mysterious as ever. Like 
scores of gang and racketeer murders in recent 
years, it probably will never be cleared up. ‘The 
reason is that the criminal rings which flourish in 
all large cities have found it highly advantageous to 
become a law unto themselves, meting out their own 
rough justice without benefit of the police. 

Arnold Rothstein undoubtedly knew who shot him 
and why he was shot. He lived for some time after 
he was hit, but consistently refused to take the 
police into his confidence. He returned noncommitta! 
answers to all their questions and died with his 
secret. No doubt he trusted his friends to avenge 
him or, at least, he was determined to forestall re- 
prisals on his family which might have followed 
disclosures of the murderer's identity. 

This principle of secrecy, no matter what happens, 
is an idea native gangsters have borrowed from the 
Chinese, whose tong wars are intensely private, and 
from the Italian criminal elements, who never talk. 
The police and public authorities have found no way 
to combat the silence of gangsters, and in mast cases 
are utterly helpless when it comes to solving mys 
teries like the Rothstein case.

A dramatic element was introduced into the aging 
scandal of Pennsylvania's “golden primary” of 1926 
when William S. Vare, enfeebled by illness, appeared 
in the Senate on Wednesday to plead for his seat in 
that body to which he claims to have been duly 
elected. 

The courage and will of the petitioner may be 
acknowledged without in any way affecting judgment 
of the facts revealed. Those facts record an ex- 
penditure of money in preposterous amounts and 
elections practices, such as the employment of 
“watehers” which not. only induce but really incite 
corruption. The facts also go far to confirm Senator 
Norris’ startling prophecy on the eve of the election 
that the Democratic candidate, Mr. William B. Wil- 
son, would win if the votes were honestly counted. 
The returns, it may be recalled, showed that the 
State of Pennsylvania did not elect Mr. Wilson, whose 
majority, however, was wiped out by Philadelphia, 
where in many precincts every bellot was cast for 
Mr. Vare.

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A WARNING TO AMERICAN CITIES. 

When Frank J. Loesch threw up his hands and 
resigned as special prosecutor in Chicago because he 
felt that justice had been defeated in a murder tria! 
he was prosecuting, there ended a public service 
which was unique. Mr. Loesch was 76 when, to 
quote the Chicago Tribune, he “undertook to rescue 
Chicago from the thugs who had tdken over the ma- 
chinery of election, usurped the government, and 
were looting it officially while their criminal associ- 
ates were working unmolested.” 

Nothing that Prof. Merriam or anyone else has said 
of Chicago surpasses the Tribune’s picture of con- 
ditions when District Attorney Swanson appointed 
Mr. Loesch, It says: “His was the most difficult 
task, because he had to overcome the balance of 
power held by criminals and their political sponsors. 
He has brought strength to the defense of society, 
but without the conservation and increase of that 
strength by the perpetuation of his spirit the plun- 
derers will claim supremacy. We have no man com- 
petent, aggressive and willing to take his place. 
We must find one or his services will soon be nega- 
tived by the men constantly seeking an opportunity 
to steai the municipal government and destroy the 
prosecution.” 

Only the instinct of self-preservation can save any 
big American city from such a situation as that. It 
was this instinct, aroused by the repeated failures 
of justice, which saved St. Louis when Franklin 


Miller was elected. In that instance St. Louis saved |’ 


the prosecution, but she could not have done so had 
the underworld captured the ballot box. Arotised 
in the nick of time, this great community was at 
least able to get its votes honestly counted and 
therefore won by a majority of 59,000. 
It is a warning which no other big city in the 
country can afford to ignore.

COMPENSATION FOR -AUTO VICTIMS. 

Just compensation for the victims of automobile 
accidents is one of the urgent problems confronting 
society. 

There are 30,000 persons killed in motor actigents 
every year and 1,000,000 injured. Mostly they or their 
dependents are without redress, since the majority of 
motorists do not carry liability insurance and are 
not financially responsible. Even when the motorist 
is insured or responsible the claimant for damages 
faces long. expensive litigation. 

It is an intolerable condition. Any practicable so- 
lution would be welcomed. A plan proposed by Judge 
Robert S. Marks of Cincinnati, member of the Rocke 
feller committee studying traffic problems, seems 
feasible. 

The plan, in brief, is that every automobile owner 
pay a certain sum, in addition to his registration fees, 
into a compensation fund administered by the State. 
The individual contribution, or tax, would not be ex- 
cessive, somewhere détween $10 and $20. it is esti- 
mated. Indemnity would be based on the victim’s 
earning capacity, following the practice of work- 
men’s compensation insurance. There would be no 
litigation, no delay.

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VOTING ON WAR. 

Addressing the local Society of Foreign Affairs, 
Alanson B. Houghton of New York reiterated the 
suggestion, first made in his widely discussed Har- 
vard lecture, of submitting the question of going to 
war to popular vote. The idea, originated by William 
Jennings Bryan, was generally ridiculed. Unper- 
turbed by that reaction, and speaking with ambassa- 
dorial prestige, Mr. Houghton continues to press the 
proposal. 

Meantime the world has progressed substantially in 
its moral attitude toward war «ince the héctic state 
of mind to which Mr. Bryan made his overture. 
Fifty-five nations have now renounced war as at 
instrument of national policy, under the terms of the 
Kellogg pact, which Mr. Houghton insista is “more 
than a gesture, more than an assertion of good will”: 
that “it marks a definite change of outlook and pur- 
pose.” In behalf of his project hé introduces as evi- 
dence the growing power of public opinion and ar- 
gues (logicians will accuse him of begging the ques- 


tion) that self-governing peoples competent to mapn- |’ 


age their domestic affairs may be trusted to décide 
on foreign policy, , 

Adoption of the Houghton plan seems improbable 
at this time, though the thoughtful citizen will hesi- 
tate to brand it an impracticable. impossible dream.

N his famous “Observations on War,” 
| Frankuin emphasized the difficulty of 

disarmament save through concerted ac- 
tion. 
on foot makes it necesBary for its neighbor 
to do the samé.” It is for the intérest of 
humenity, he urged; that the occasions of 
war and inducements to it should be dimin- 
ished, and to this @nd better mutual or- 
ganization be hastened. A review of his- 
tory encouraged him. “By the original law 
of nations war and extirpation were the 
punishment of the injury. Humanizing by 
dégrees, it admitted slavery instead of 
death. Another step waa the exchange of 
prisoners instead of slavery: another, to re- 
spect more property of private persons un- 
der conquest. Why should not the law of 
nations go on improving?” 

lf Franklin or Jefferson could have lis- 
tened to President Hoover's Armistice day 
address it would have been with profound 
gratitude for the p.oposai of improvement 
in precisely the field which they counted of 
cardinal importance, For they were the 
chief advocates in their time of “freedom 
of the seas” and the immunity of private 
property from capture in war. 

The last official act of Franklin in Eu- 
rope before his return to the United States 
In 1785 was the conclusion of a treaty be- 
tween the United States and the King of 
Prussia, Frederick the Great, in which for 
the first time in history this provision was 
embodied, as affecting those two nations. 

[t was not a new idea with Franklin. it 
is stated in a iettér to Richard Oswald at 
London, Jan, 14, 1783, in which he inclesed 
& paper on the Subject which he had writ- 
ten earlier, and in which, particularly Cis- 
eussing privateering, he said: “If rapiné is 
abolished, one of the encouragements to 
war is taken away and peace is more likely 
to be lasting. The practite of robbing mer- 
chants on the high séa8, a remnant of the 
ancient piracy, though it may be accidental. 
ly beneficial to particular persons, is far 
from being profitable to the nation that au- 
thorizes it,” 

Vranklin “rather wished than expected” 
that the prin¢ipie might be embodied in 
the Paris treaty df 1783; but he said to 
Oswald that it could be offered with bet- 
ter grace by Gritain, “a country that is 
likely to suffer least and gain mest py con- 
tinuing ths ancient ce,” 

The provision embodied in the treaty with 
Prussia wag suggested by Franklin: Just 


“One power keepihg an army always. 


before this he wrote to a London corre- 
spondent: “The United States of America, 
though better situated than any European 
nation to make profit from privateering, 
most of the trade df Europe with the Weat 
Indies passing before their doors, are as 
far as in them lies en-leavoring te abolish 
the practice by offering in ali their treaties 
with the powers an article engaging solemn- 
ly that in case of future war no privateer 
shail ne commissioned on either side, and 
that unarmed merchant ships on both sides 
shall pursue their voyages unmolested.” 

i fear that at this time, when the /ree- 
dom of the seas, and now President Heover's 
notable approach toward it in his proposal! 
for the immunity of all food supplies for 
all peoples, have made the issue so vital 
and urgent, few of our own people remem- 
ber the great prophetic and pioneering ef- 
forts of Franklin and Jefferson in the mat- 
ter. The problem will not be completely 
solved until all rival navies are banished 
and the policing of the seas ia entirely by 
international force; but President Hoover 
has taken a great step in the direction 
which Franklin and Jefferson foresaw and 
commanded. | 

Francis W. Hirst. former editor of the 
London Economist, does not forget their 
vision and = sagacity. The precise oc- 
casion of his writing the ,ife of Jefferson 
was his discovery of Jefferson's part in the 
matter. He says: “My own interest in Jef- 
ferson goes back to the sutond Hague con- 
ference when Lerd Chancellor loreburn 


. asked me to trace out for him the history 


of sea law in time of war. I then discov- 
eréd how Jefferson heiped Kenjamin Frank- 
lin to negotiate the first treaty which em- 
bodied the doctrine of freedom of the seas 
and protected peaceful commerce from cnp- 
ture or destruction by naval captains and 
privateers.” ‘ 

Prenklin was the great apostie of the 
principle; but Jefferson, ag Mr. Hirat re- 
calls, drafted the treaty, and John Adams 
was present at much of the discussion. The 
immunity clause was offered to England and 
refused, in Jefferson's opinion unwisely as 
concerned her own interest. The t'nitea 
States and Prussia made the beginning.

Malvina. Hoffman Sculpturing 
Includes One of Coal Man 
in Anthracité. 


An exhibition of sculpture by 
the American artist, Malvina Hoff- 
man, and of painting by the Mex- 
ican, Angel Zaraga, was opened at 
the Art Museum in Forest Park to- 
day and will remain throughout 
the month. | 

Miss Hoffman accompanied the 
exhibit to St, Louis to superintend 
its arrangement, but will leave to- 
morrow night for New York. While 
here she will confer with several 
art study groups, but will make no 
formal public appearance. 

A native of New York, Miss 
Hoffman does her work there and 
in Paris where she maintains a 
studio. Daughter of Richard Hoff- 
man, the pianist. and pupil of 
Borglum and Rodin. she has won 
fame in her own right and her 
works,are included in the perman- 
ent collections of the Museum of 
Nctural History, the Chicago Art 
Institute, the Metropolitan, and 
museums of Detroit. Cleveland and 
Paris. 

In the collection shown here 


Miss Hoffman has worked with 
many homely subjects and unusual 
materials. The coal man who sup- 
plies her Paris studio appears in a 
life-sized bust cut from anthracite 
coal, and a French brick yard hand 
whose appearance struck her, is 
presented in a bust chiseled from 
brick ground up and mixed with a 
hardening preparation, There is 
also a smal! bronze of the man who 
polishes the floors of her New 
York studio. The original of this 
piece is in a European museum. 

Incomplete Peace Monument. 

The most conspicuous feature of 
the exhibit is a quarter size work- 
ing model of Miss Hoffman’s most 
ambition creation, which has ont 
yet advanced beyond the model 
stage. It is dasigned as a peace 
monument, 12 feet high in the 
model, which is a pedestal, show- 
ing in relief on each of its sides 
the Four Horsemen of the Apoec- 
alypse. and in the column above 
them the ascending figures of men 
who have conquered Famine, Pest- 
ilence, Death and War, symbolized 
in the figures of the horsemen. 

It is in such works of monu- 
mental proportions that Miss Hoff- 
man finds her best liked medium. 
“These little things,” she dismissed 
a collection of small bronzes with 
a quick gesture indicating their in- 


sible to express anything in them. 
Here is something intended to ex- 
press a great spiritual truth, the 
men who are rising up to heaven 
after conquering evil. It takes 
size to express a thought as big 
as that, and the idea can hardly 
be apprecated in the small mode!.” 

Her predilection for size is found 
again in two heads of Senegalese 
chiseled from black marble. They 
are in heroic proportion and are 
among the most striking features 
of the exhibit. 

Shown also is a half-sized por- 
tion of a working model of a 40- 
foot statue Miss Hoffman is mak- 
ing to be erected on the coast of 
France in memory of the torch 
bearers who leaped from rock to 
rock while guiding boats to shore 
cl might. It is the figure of a man 
bearing a torch, the flame of which 
is shielded by the wing of an eaz'le 
perched on his shoulder. 

Zarraga Once a Cubist. 

Zarraga's painting has won little 
popular recognition because most 
of his output. is quickly. absorbed 
by collectors. He is an artist of 
the modern school, a few years ago 
a cubist, lately converted to a more 
conventional mode, although the 
cubist influence is not lacking in 
some of the paintings shown in 
the exhibit. 

Like Miss Hoffman,, whose por- 
trait is included among his works, 
he has done most of his work in 
Paris. His pictures in the exhibit 
include replicas of his mural paint- 
ings in the chapel of Chateau de 
Vertcoeur and the Suresnes church 
near Paris. There are also replicags 
of his mural decorations in the 
Mexican Legation building at Par- 
is, among them imaginative pic- 
tures of Lindbergh and of the 
French flyers, Nungesser and Coii.

“His stepmother, who was a 
nurse before she married Francois’ 
father, never did approve and- con- 
tinually tried to take my husband 
away from me,” said Mrs. Church. 

When Francois’ father, Elihu 
Church, died she remarried, the 
man being Joseph H. Urdang, a 
musician, a member of the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra. This 
was before Francois and I married. 

“Later I learned that Mrs. Ur-

The day’s first witness was Ru- 
dolph Balmeyer, St. Louis, who said 
Dr. Adcox had agreed to get an 
Illinois license and interneship for 
him for $2500. -Balmeyer said he 
paid three instalments on the price, 
totaling $800. He said he had been 
introduced to Miller in Springfield 
and to Blaine and had received a 
set of questions from Adcox and 
that Blaine had talked with him 
concerning the approaching exam- 
ination, but save for the introduc- 
tion to Col, Miller, he did not con- 
nect the defendant with the pro- 
ceedings.

Details of State Supreme 
Court’s Decision: Under 
Bone Dry Statute. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dee. 6— 
The State Supreme Court has ruled 
that sellers and buyers of intoxi- 
cants are equally amenable under 
the State liquor law. 


In writing the opinion, Justice 
Virgil Bouldin revefsed a decision 
of the Court of Appeals, which had 
upheld the contention of James 
Jinright that his conviction in Pike’ 
County Circuit Court for “buying 
or selling” liquor was invalid be- 


cifically prohibit such purchases, 

The Court of Appeals granted 
Jinright a new trial on the prem- 
ise that the permitted inclusion of 
the word “buying” in the indict- 
ment returned against him consti-+ 
tuted an error by the trial court. 

Under the interpretation given 
Justice Bouldin’s opinion by attor- 
neys here, it is a misdemeanor in 
Alabama to receive, or possess 
liquor, regardless of the manner in 
which the contraband is obtained, 
Elaborating on ,his interpretation 
of the law, Justice Bouldin said in 
the opinion: 

“Receiving prohibited liquors into 


sion, whether by manufacture, gift 
or purchase and whether held for 
sale or for personal use, is an of- 
fense under the law.” 

Admitting the. legality of the 
purchase of a prohibited article, 
Justice Bouldin held that the “ac- 
quiring actual possession” of liquor 
constitutes a violation of the pro- 
hibition ‘law of Alabama. 

He cited a section of the State 
criminal code of 1923, the year the 
present dry law was enacted, as 
authority for his opinion. It says: 

“Any person who shal] act as 
agent or assisting friend of the 
seller or buyer in procuring an un- 
lawful sale of any prohibited 
liquors and beverages shall be pun- 
ishable as if he had sold said pro- 
hibited liquors and beverages and 
conviction may be had of stich 
agent or assisting friend upon“an 
indictment, affidavit or complaint 
against him for selling prohibited 
liquors and beverages contrary to 
law.” 

Another section says: “It shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation or association with- 
in this State to sell, offer for sale, 
keep or have in possession, barter, 
exchange or to give away, furnish 
at a public place or elsewhere or 
otherwise dispose of the prohibited 
liquors and beverages described in 
this chapter or any of them in any 
quantity, except as hereinafter 
provided; or to accept delivery of 
or to receive, have in possession or 
possess in State any of said prohib- 
ited liquors and beverages as de- 
scribed by the existing laws of Ala- 
bama in any quahtity wha ver.” 

The minimum penalty is a $50 
fine,

WASHINGTON.—Capitalized at 
$1,000,000, the National Wool Mar- 
keting Association gets under way 
as the Federa! Farm Board's sec- 
‘ond commodity enterprise. | 
It is headed by L. B. Palmer of 
Columbus, O., president of the Ohio 
Wool Growers’ Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, 

Arrangements are being made 
for the immediate financing of 
growers through existing co-oper- 
ative organizations. Preshearing 
advances will be made to ragchers 
and money also will be lent on un- 
sold wool and mohair. 

New wool and mohair marketing 
associations will be set up tn locali- 
ties notinow served, as rapidly as 
growers ask for them. 

The new association will be 
owned and controlled by stockhold- 
ing member agencies incorporated 
as state, local or regional associa- 
tions. Each stockholder association 
must subscribe for one share of 
stock, par value $100, for each 
100,600 pounds of wool marketed 
the previous year or wool under 
comtract for the current year. 

It will be financed by charging 
a selling commission on wool sold 
for members. Member associations 
will be financed by the national 
| Organization paying part of the 
selling commission to the local as- 
sociation.

Picking an all Mid-western team this year is more difficult than 


usual. 


First, of all, due to the fact that I have been ill and have 


seen my own team in only a small number of games, and, secondly, 
because the number of outstanding players has not been as plentiful 


as in past seasons. 


There are some mighty fine 
teams in the Middle West, but foot- 
ball squads like Illinois and Mich- 
igan, particularly, had 11 real good 
men, none of whom had sufficient 
individual brilliancy to stand out 
to any great extent. The [Illinois 
team, one of the best in the West, 
was a smooth, even machine where 
team play predominated over in- 
dividual skill. 

For almost all of the informa2- 
tion I have at hand, I am indebted 
to my fellow coaches. Most of 
these coaches have been very fair 
in their praise of outstanding play- 
ers, opponents particularly. In 
picking this team, individual merit 
only has been considered, and by 
individual merit we mean the abil- 
ity to execute every maneuver— 
physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly——necessary to play that purticu- 
lar position to the highest possible 
degree of efficiency. The entire 
season also is considered carefully 
and players who showed in one or 
two games because of breaks were 
not rated as high as other men 
who went through an entire sched- 
ule with regular consistency and 
steadfast dependability. 

Tested Men Selected. 

Teams which did not play a 
schedule of any particuiar merit 
probably have some outstanding 
men, but the real caliber of play- 
ers can be measured only when a 
team is up against the real] stuff. 
Players who look like a million 
dollars against easy opposition fold 
up when pitted against apparently 
superior opposition, a hopeless 
outiook and sturdy physical con- 
tacts. 

That this all-Western choice is 
any better or any worse than any 
of the others, we do not claim for 
it. But it is an honest effort to

The older ones make delicious 
steamed or boiled and used for 
gsaiad, a la king mixtures or 
creamed. 

When frying chicken allow a 32- 
pound bird for four people. Wash 
it, cut in pieces for serving, or 
have the butcher cut it up. 

Roll each piece of chicken in 

flour that is seasoned with salt and 
pepper. Heat one-third cup of 
shortening in a heavy frying pan— 
use equal parts of butter and vege- 
table fat, but almost any fat may 
be used—and brown ' the pieces of 
chicken as quickly as possible in 
it. Be.careful about the spat- 
tering of the fat. 
When the chicken is brown, pile 
it all back in the pan, cover close- 
ly and cook very slowly for 25 to 
30 minutes, or until tender. 

Remove the chicken to a hot 
platter and make a milk gravy 
from the fat in the pan. There 
should be two te three tablespoons 
of fat, add an equal amount of 
flour and stir until lightiy browned, 
then add one and one-half cups of 
milk, salt and pepper to season, 
and the chicken liver chopped fine. 
Stir until thickened and serve with 
boiled rice. 

A real old-fashioned chicken pie 
makes use of a four-pound chicken 
that is cut in smaller pieces than 
for frying. Roll each piece in flour 
and brown slightly in butter, then 
add just enough boiling water to 
cover, cover the pan and boil slow- 
ly until very tender, or for about 
one hour. Add one tablespoon salt 
when the chicken & about half 
cooked. When the chicken is ten- 
der, take the meat from the bones 
in large pieces and put in a baking 
dish with six slices of crisp, cooked 
bacon, six tiny white Onions and a 
tablespoon of minced parsley.

One of the nicest ways of using 
any leftover chicken, or of making 
a small chicken serve a larger num- 
ber of people, is in chicken a lia 
king. 

To serve four people, use two 
cups of diced chicken and one cup 
of chicken stock. Melt two tabie- 
spoons butter, add one-half a large 
green pepper cut in narrow shreds 
and one-fourth pound of fresh 
mushrooms that have been peeled 
and broken in pieces. One-half 
cupful of canned mushrooms niay 
be used if preferred. Cook slowly 
for ten minutes, stirring several 
times. 

Add two more tablespoons of but- 
ter and stir in two tablespoons 
flour. When mixed, add one cup 
of milk and the chicken stock and 
cook until thickened. Then add 
one tablespoon lemon juice. Season 
with salt, paprika and white pepper 
and let fook very slowly for five 
minutes; If the mixture cooks too 
fast the egg will curdle. Serve on 
toast.

Aliso, I would be giad if a veteran 
would tell me how one can work 
out a story and at the same time 
spare the life of a fairly good liv- 
ing room rug. I seem to belong to 
the peripatetic school of writing; 
it is possible for me to work outa 
plot only if I keep moving as reg- 
ularly as a picket in front of a fur 
loft. 

Perhaps, if it is impossible to 
stop walking, somebody can at 
least find a way to utilize this 
energy. If one author were al- 
lotted to each apartment house his 
gyrations could be used to run the 
automatic refrigerator. Indeed, 
it is foolish to taik about the fur- 
ther harnessing of Niagara Falis 
when this great source of unused 
power is annoying leaseholders all 
over Manhattan. 

Lately I have begun taking my 
promenades to music. Appropriate 
compositions on the radio seem to 
give my plot Flaubert overtones 
and cause it to soar like a navy 
balloon. In a few minutes favor- 
able reviews are raining down on 
me like astral violets descending 
on a medium. I see the book list- 
ed among the best sellers and my- 
self sailing for Europe with orchids 
dripping over a new mink coat. 
These delusions of grandeur some- 
times persist for as long as five 
minutes after the melody has 
ended.

HERE are young women who
